The  American  Rible  Society,  it 
will  be  reciillecteil,  was  ionned  in 
tliecitv  ot  New- York,  in  the  year 
1H16.  From  its  establishment  to 
the  Istol'Auvust,  1 8523,  there  were 
issued  from  its  depository  upwards 
ol  205,000  Bibles  and  Testaments. 
Since  its  Corniatinii  it  has  expend¬ 
ed  in  provitliiii;  stereotype  plates 
for  the  Biole  or  Testament,  (of 
which  it  possesses  12  sets)  in 
printing  and  circulating  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  and  for  incidental  ex¬ 
penses,  upwards  of  8250,000.  It 
numbers  373  \uxiliary  Societies. 
Its  sole  object  is  to  circulate  the 
scriptures  without  note  or  com¬ 
ment.  Its  managers  and  members 
are  composed  of  various  religious 
'denominations,  and  it  commends 
itself  to  the  patronage  of  all  who 
acknowledge  the  divine  authority 
of  the  Bible.  Its  beneficence  has 
alreatly  been  extended  to  vaiious 
countries  beyond  the  seas  ;  and  we 
doubt  not  it  is  destined  to  bear  an 
important  part  in  that  extensive 
system  of  benevolent  oper  itions, 
which  shall,  at  no  distant  period, 
evangelize  the  world.

Our  own  feelings  w'ere  much  e\ 
cited,  and  I  believe  the  feelinj;si 
of  some  others  were  not  much  lejj  ^ 
so.  Not  a  few  wiped  their  tear*  W 
away  and  looked  up  at  us  with  as  if 
much  earnestness  as  if  they  had  | 
thought  “the  day  of  Pentecost  was 
fully  come.”  Indeed,  my  dear  ' 
Sir,  we  have  much  evidence  that  | 
the  blessed  comforter  has  already  4 
come  here,  come  to  “convince  of  3 
sin,  of  righteousness  and  of  jui!»- 
nient.”  Not  only  i*  every  eye  !!| 
fixed  usually  on  the  speaker  du- 
ring  divine  service,  and  a  tear 
seen  very  frequently  trickling 
down  some  clieeKs  ;  but  individu¬ 


als  have  called  u|)on  us  from  tims 
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tntime  to  inquire  wtiat  they  should 
(jrtto  l)e  save«l,  or,  to  tell  us  oft  e 
fverla-lmg^oo'l  which  they  trust, 
fher  have  received  through  our 
ministrations.  During  the  week, 

'  in  which  we  received  your  letters, 
t»(i  persons  came,  one  of  toeiii 
twice,  and  desired  some  of  us  t(» 
converse  with  them,  and  toll  them 
why  their  hearts  were  so  w'icked, 
intlwhy  they  could  not  exercise' 
repentance  tow  ard  God,  anil  faith 
in  his  son  Jesus  Christ,  as  they 
»aiil,they  often  tried,  hut  tried  in 
vain  to  do.  Kut  tho  for  our  en 
couragement,  we  are  I  trust,  fa 
voted  with  some  of  the  “dew  of 
Hennon,”  you  will  not  infer  from 
what  I  have  written,  that  any 
showers  of  grace  have  as  yet  fallen 
upon  this  parched  land  VV'e  have 
every  ref.-.on  to  helieve  that  Mal¬ 
ta,  for  the  most  part,  is  like  the 
mountains  of  (iiiboa  on  which 
there  was  neither  dew  nor  rain, 
h  it  not  pleasant  then  to  notice 
even  the  least  indication  of  a 
cloud,  tho  it  be  no  larger  than  a 
man's  hand  ?  rhat  there  is  some 
tenderness  of  feeling  in  the  con- 
{jregifion  with  which  we  are  con¬ 
nected,  I  cannot  doubt,  much  more 
than  this  I  cannot  say.  But  have 
not  the  greatest  eftusions  of  the 
Spirit  that  have  ever  been  bes- 
toweil  by  the  great  Head  of  tlie 
church  npoti  the  world,  been  b  s- 
to\ve.»i poll  this  pai't  of  it.  And 
“is  his  merev  clean  gone  for  ever, 
and  will  he  lie  favorable  no  more  r” 
I  do  not  feel  that  this  is  too  grcat 
a  blessing  for  us,  to  labor,  and 
pniT,  and  hope  for,  tho  if  1  could 
gjiend  but  one  hour  in  your  compa¬ 
ny,  I  could  tell  you  of  many  dis¬ 
couragements,  which  1  never 
dreamed  of  in  America.  But 
when  Jehovah  shall  rend  the  heav¬ 
ens  and  come  down,  all  these 
niouaUius  of  difficulty  will  mult 
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away  before  his  presence  as  wax 
before  the  fire.  Is  any  thing  too 
hard  for  the  Lord  r  Cannot  his 
Spirit  make  these  bones  live  that 
are  now  very  dry  ?  D  sir,  di  i  I 
but  know  that  all  the  churches  like 
the  IsiO  disciples  before  the  day  of 
Bentocost  were  in  supplication  and 
prayer,”  interceding  for  the  gift 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  these  re¬ 
gions  I  should  verily  believe  that 
we  should  have  “times  of  refresh¬ 
ing  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord.”  Yesterilay  we  ilistribut- 
ed  premiums  in  our  Sabbath 
Scbool.  M  e  found  difficulty  in 
getting  suitable  books.  We  took 
from  our  own  library  such  as  w  e 
could  spare,  begged  a  few  others 
and  Mrs.  Col.  liadt,  a  very  pious, 
benevolent  lady  embraced  an  op-* 
portunity  which  providentially  oc¬ 
curred  ut  purchaning  a  few.  Go  >d 
bimks  are  almost  us  mre  here  as 
gtmd  people.  So  many  of  the  pa¬ 
rents  anil  friends  id'  the  children 
both  Kiiglish  and  Greek  were  pre¬ 
sent  as  completely  tilled  our  chap¬ 
el. 

During  the  last  fifteen  weeks 
about  ro  have  attended  scliuid, 
more  than  50  of  them  very  con¬ 
stantly.  English  scholaiw  45  ;  of 
whom  are  19  Imys  and  26  ',:it  ls, 
several  of  both  sexes,  14  or  '5 
years  «dd.  Greeks  24;  18  miys 
and  6  girls,  several  b<»ys  16  or  \7 
^ears  old  ;  .Maltese  1  ;  whom  Mrs. 
Temple  has  taught  to  read  ;  and 
Jewess  I  ;  wl.o  came  but  three 
times,  as  M  rs.  Temple  told  her  so 
much  about  the  Lord  of  (ilory 
w  hom  her  nation  crucified,  that  her 
father  probably  forbade  hei  coming 
anpr  mo.e. 

The  English  children  commit¬ 
ted  in  all  1,745  verses  of  hymns  ; 
4,229  of  Scripture  ;  and  651  an¬ 
swers  in  catechism. 

The  Maltese  comiiiitted  39  ver- 
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ses  of  Scripture  ;  the  Jewess  24 
verses  ;  anil  the  Greeks  6,004 
verses  of  Greek  and  Italian  Scrip¬ 
ture. 

One  little  Greek  boy  whom  we 
all  love,  recited  above  200  verses 
of  the  Greek  Testament  at  ono 
time,  and  has  recited  in  all  1^339 
verses,  lie  and  several  others  are 
from  the  first  families  in  Scio, 
having  by  the  merciful  providence 
ol  God  escaped  the  dreadful  mas¬ 
sacre  by  the  'I'urks.  Gnc  is  from 
Crete,  where  8t.  Paul  left  Titus 
to  set  tnings  in  onler,  end  where 
one  of  the  Poets  lived  m  ho  said 
“the  Cretiaiis  are  always  liars.’* 
The  rest  w.re  from  various  places 
broug‘  t  here  L»v  that  some  hand 
which  brougiit  Vaul  and  his  com¬ 
pany,  “some  on  boards,  and  some 
on  broken  fleets  of  the  ship.’* 
Several  of  tlieiu  r-e  anxious  to 
^  to  America,  and  we  are  anx¬ 
ious  to  have  them.  They  will  do 
boiio.‘  to  any  o/our  Colleges,  and 
who  can  tell  but  tlv/.y  may  yet 
preach  the  everlasting  gospel  “to' 
the  Jew  tiibt  and  also  lo  the 
(ireek  ?’* 

Their  frlendn  i.ppe;ti-  ni’.ch  gra¬ 
tified  with  the  orderly  behavior  of 
their  children  in  the  school,  thank¬ 
ed  us  repeatedly  '.or  our  attention 
to  them  tfor  to  tell  the  tiuth  they 
were  just  like  a  wild  ass’s  colt 
when  theykirst  came)  *nd  said 
things  I'ke  many  other  Jews  end 
gentiles  in  this  region  'oo  compli¬ 
mentary  to  be  put  on  jiaper.  l>o 
not  fail  to  beg  some  interesting 
txMiksfor  us,  such  as  will  be  suita¬ 
ble  for  those  of  14  and  under. 

Write  us  often  and  pray  that 
we  may  be  laithful  even  unto 
death.

I  ANDS. 

'  Joint  letter  of  the  Missionaries, 

By  this  conveyance  we  are  aide 
to  inform  you,  that  the  uninter- 
ii'upted  work  of  instruction,  and 
tiie  demand  for  more  laborers, 
continue  to  increase.  The  govein- 
nienl  has  to  some  extent,  and 
much  to  our  satisfaction  and  en¬ 
couragement,  publicly  acknow¬ 
ledged  the  Christian  .Sabbath,  and 
re(|iiii'cd  a  suspension  of  ordinary 
busitu\es  and  sport  oh  that  sarred 
day  ;  especially  where  there  are 
Christian  teachers  to  lead  the  peo¬ 
ple  into  the  worship  of  Jehovah, 
whom  'hey  allow  to  be  the  true 
God. 

‘  Various  Improvements. 

There  is,  w  e  are  happy  to  say, 

I  an  incieased  attention  ol  the  ru¬ 
lers  and  the  people,  tlio  less  than 
we  could  wish,  to  public  preachin!;, 
to  occasional  lectures,  to  luneraU 
and  more  private  instruction,  to 
lamily  prayer,  and  to  epistolary 
j  curresponuence,  which  they  aie 
I  in  many  instances,  able  to  main¬ 
tain  among  themselves  ;  and  in 
j  which  tlie  king  and  queen,  and 
!  some  others,  are  very  pleasantly 
I  engaged  with  the  rulers  of  the 
South  Sea  Islands.  We  cannot  but 
hope,  that  the  very  suitable  ac- 
kriowledgenients  wliich  this  young 
I  ruler  has  made  to  the  Board,  and 
to  the  Christian  public,  fur  the 
favor  they  have  coiiferied  on  him 
;  and  lus  |;eople  by  sending  Chris- 
I  tian  teachers  to  enlighten  them, 
'  and  shew  them  the  way  to  salva¬ 
tion,  v;ill  greatly  encourage  our 
patrons,  and  all  the  friends  of  the 
mission,  to  persevere  in  their  kind 
exei'ti'>ns,and  their  fervent  prayers 
for  the  conversion  of  tlie  king  and 
bis  people. 
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yVe  also  mention  the  ob- 
Tiousljr  increasing  attention  of  the 
p^ple  at  this  place  to  the  use  of 
(he  neeWle,  and  to  the  wearing  of 
decent  apparel  of  foreign  nianutac- 
turf. 

Mention  to  Public  H^orshi^n 

Honnruru,  the  pivsent  seat  of 
Ifovernnient,  occupies  about  one 
»(juare  mile,  and  contains  about 
SjU  houses  ;  and  the  numlx*r  of 
souls  is  about  4,()00.  It  is  truly 
animating  to  see  one  fourth  of 
tills  iniinber,  including  the  king 
and  several  of  the  principal  ciiiefs 
of  the  islands,  come  out  on  the 
Sabbath  to  the  place  of  worship, 
filling  the  house  to  overtlowing, 
ami  thronging  the  doors  and  win¬ 
dows,  as  if  tlie^  would  know  what 
our  new  doctrine  is.  We  are,  in 
an-wer  to  your  prayers  and  bv  the 
favor  of  (iod,  allowed  to  call  on 
them  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath  in 
the  language  of  the  prophet,  tf  ye 
irij  hones,  hear  the  word  of  the 
Lord;  and,  in  the  midst  of  this 
great  valley,  to  lift  up  the  aspira- 
tmn,  Come'/ruin  the  four  icihds,  O 
huathfOnd  breathe  upon  these  slain 
that  they  may  live.  Kut  alas,  how 
few  are  the  signs  of  returning  life  ! 
Will  not  our  patrons,  will  not  the 
churches,  especially  on  the  Sab¬ 
bath  and  on  the  montidy  concert, 
DOW  observed  by  our  congregation, 
more  earnestly  ami  fervently  pray 
that  as  the  people  hare  begun  to 
lend  their  ears  to  the  preaching  of 
the  gospel,  they  would  also  give 
their  hearts  to  ('hrist ;  and  that 
the  life-giving  Spirit  of  God  would 
descend  upon  t)>ein  and  iiew  -create 
their  souls. 

Ill  our  communications  we  have 
acijuainted  you  with  our  prospect 
of  assistance  from  the  Kev  Wm. 
Ellis,  a  missionary  of  the  London 
Missionary  l^ociety,  statiuned  at 


Huahine.  We  are  now  able  to 
appri/,e  you  ot  his  safe  and  season¬ 
able  arrival  with  his  family,  on  the 
fourth  of  February  ; — id  their  w  el¬ 
come  reception  and  (|uiet  selile- 
nient  among  us  ;  and  of  his  prompt 
and  cheeriul  entrance  into  our 
labois,  with  a  fair  prospect,  not 
only  of  a  happy  and  permuneiit 
union  with  us,  out  of  great  uselul- 
ness  to  the  people.  'I'ho  his  asMi- 
ciates  at  the  Society  Islands  clung 
to  him,  and  for  some  time  studi¬ 
ously  endeavored  to  put  a  differ¬ 
ent  construction  upon  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  Providence  from  tiiat 
which  we  had  conceived  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest  intended,  they  at 
length  held  their  peace,  believing 
it  was  of  the  Lord. 

Clerical  ..issneiaiion,  and  License 
ojWIr.  It  hiiney. 

M  r.  Tliurstun,  Mr.  Jlinghain, 
and  Mr.  Ellis,  have  already  un'ted 
in  an  association  for  mutual  im¬ 
provement  and  aid  in  this  great 
work  ;  and  as  the  first  important 
act,  they  examined  Mr.  Whitney 
and  gave  him  license  to  preach  the 
gospel  ;  who,  having  pn ached 
here  once  in  English,  has  reluined 
to  i'auvvai  to  hoUl  forth  the  word 
of  life  in  that  opening  Held.  T-  us 
two  preachers,  in  addition  to  tlie 
number  before  employed,  have 
taken  up  the  trumpet,  and  we  are 
daily  looking  for  live  more,  with 
their  associates,  to  join  our  little 
band. 

It  Is  a  peculiarly  encouraging 
I  feature  in  the  present  aspei t  of 
I  things,  that  the  chiefs  are  desir- 
j  ous  to  engage  teachers  for  them¬ 
selves  and  people  from  among 
those,  who  have  not  yet  arrived. 
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9ajs  Dr.  Carey,  is  successful  be* 
y«Mi(i  all  previous  calculation.  Ed¬ 
ucation  in  general  is  making  rapid 
progress.  Tbe  last  examination 
of  students  in  Seiampure  College 
M'as  pleasing. 

J)um-Diiin.  Tbe  pious  soldiers 
at  this  place  are  building  a  new 
chapel  for  the  worship  of  God,  and 
a  school-house  for  the  natives. — 
8abroo,  a  native  preacher,  is  great¬ 
ly  useful  here  ;  and  attendance  on 
the  preached  word  is  encouraging. 

Jt'itsore.  At  Cliiisti.tnpore,  a 
branch  of  the  Jessore  chiich,  19 
members  sat  down  at  the  Lord’s 
table  in  December  last  ;  and  out 
of  30  families  of  which  the  village 
of  Anundanugur  and  Jessore  is 
composed,  25  are  reported  to  be 
favorable  to  the  gospel.  Three  of 
these  friends  visited  Mr.  Thomas 
in  December,  and  tarried  with 
him  several  tlays,  to  receive  re¬ 
ligious  instruction  ;  expressing 
their  desire  to  be  baptized  on  their 
next  visit. 

Chitla^on^.  There  is  a  bene¬ 
volent  institution  here,  for  the  in¬ 
struction  of  children.  The  iiuin- 
b'r  on  the  list  in  December  was 
140.  Some  ol  them  meet  together 
for  religious  conversation  ;  and  at 
home,  they  read  their  Testaments 
in  iiengalee  to  their  parents. 

•Miduapore.  The  inhabitants 
here,  werp  formerly  afraiti  to  re¬ 
ceive  tracts  from  the  Missionaries, 
but  ara  now  earnestly  desirous  to 
olnain  them, believing  the  Mission¬ 
aries  are  seeking  their  eternal 
welfare.  A  native  itinerant  prea- 
clier,  Mudun,  mentions  his  having 
conversed  with  six  persons,  who 
entreated  to  go  with  him  to  Mid- 
napore,  to  be  instructed  ami  bap¬ 
tized.  Mr.  De  Cruz  otliciates  at 
this  station. 

yiinrtgrpore.  Mr.  Fernamlez, 
at  tins  siaiion,  writes  that  he  has 


at  present  twelve  candidates  for 
baptism.  A  native  preacher,  Sliree 
Ram-Nidhee,  itinerates  in  thh 
vicinitv,  and  distributes  traits, 
preaching  asopportunities  present, 
Benares.  Mr.  Smith  reads  and 
expounds  the  scriptures  to  crowds 
of  attentive  Hindoos,  to  whom  he 
communicates  copies  of  Hindee 
gospels.  8hiva-das,  rajpoot,  a  re¬ 
cent  convert,  accompanies  him  in 
his  tours  for  preaching.  Mr.Smith 
has  a  school,  in  which  are  ST  na¬ 
tive  children,  some  ol  whom  can 
reail  with  considerable  accuracy. 

'  Fally^^liur,  A  brahman,  learn¬ 
ed  in  Sungskiit,  has  excited  hope* 
of  being  a  real  convert  to  Christi¬ 
anity.  .Mr.  Richards,  >he  mission¬ 
ary  liere,  writes,  that  this  native 
has  read  one  of  the  gospels  entire, 
,  and  commenced  another.  He  de¬ 
clares  that  “the  Lonl  Jesus  Chiist 
is  the  spotless  incarnation.'^  He 
has  forsaken  his  idols,  and  given 
I  up  his  images,  as  tit  companion* 
for  the  moles  and  the  bats  in  the 
I  lumber  room. — Chris.  IFatch. 


I  CHICKASAW  MISSIOX. 

Extract  of  a  letter  to  the  Rev.  VVm.  H. 
l^urr,  from  Mr.  Isaac  Hadden. 

Bev.  and  dear  Sir, — Having 
;  lately  visited  Monroe,  y‘>'ir  inis- 
'  sioiiary  station  in  the  Chickasaw 
i  Nation,  I  take  the  liberty  of  ad- 
'  dressing  to  you  a  few  lines  res- 
i  |>ecting  the  establishment.  I  ar¬ 
rived  at  that  place  on  the  I8th  ol 
j  July,  and  left  it  on  the  22tl  of  the 
'  same  Tiie  mission  family  and 
school  at  that  time  enjoyed  good 
heatt'i.  The  site  for  this  estab¬ 
lishment  has  every  appearance  of 
health,  being  placeil  at  a  distance 
from  any  large  water  course,  ami 
from  low  marshy  lands.  The  sta¬ 
tion  is  within  tlie  limits  ol  the 
,  slate  ut  Aiissisaippi,  and  about 
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fifty  miles  from  its  eastern  boon- | 
ilarv.  It  is  about  seventy  miles  ; 
iiur'tliwest  from  Columbus,  and  | 
thirty  miles  due  west  from  C<»tton- 
ffin  Port,  on  Tombuckbee  River.  , 
The  station  is  ftxed  on  a  high  hill 
or  ridge,  running  south-west  and 
north -cast.  Upon  the  top  of  the 
ridge  there  is  a  flat  of  about  4U  or  j 
50  yards  in  breailth,  and  falls  ttfl'  | 
on  Ciich  hand  by  a  very  gentle  de-  . 
clivitv.  The  establishment  has  a  I 
very  handsome  appearance  as  we  j 
approach  it  from  the  north-west.  | 
We  first  pass  the  horsemill  on  the 
rigid,  and  in  about  IdO  yards  ar¬ 
rive  at  the  other  buildings,  which 
consist  of  two  rows  with  a  street  or  | 
campus  between,  about  '23  or  SO  ' 
yards  in  breadth.  On  the  left  are 
two  dwelling  houses  for  the  mis¬ 
sion  families,  and  the  dining-hall 
and  kitchen,  which  is  a  large 
house,  'and  two  apartments  being  ' 
separated  by  a  partition  wall.  On 
the  right  is  a  row  of  small  build¬ 
ings  for  the  boys,  and  about  1(K) 
yards  below  these,  stands  the 
khoul-house.  The  out  buildings, 
such  as  corn-cribs,  stables,  t$cc.  { 
are  also  on  the  right.  The  build-  j 
ings  are  all  of  logs,  one  story  high,  j 
and  done  of  in  a  very  plain  but 
comfortable  manner.  In  the  front 
as  you  enter  the  campus,  and  be¬ 
yond  the  buildings,  is  the  garden 
which  contains,  1  suppose,  nearly 
two  acres  of  land.  The  farm  con¬ 
tains  about  forty  acres,  nearly  all 
which  was  planted  in  corn,  and 
looked  well,  and  if  no  disaster 
should  befall  it,  will  I  think,  yield 
nearly  40  bushels  per  acre.  I 
never  witnesseil  greater  industry 
and  economy,  than  prevails  at  the 
station,  and  the  clergymen  them¬ 
selves  are  always  ready  to  afl'ord 
a  helping  hand,  even  at  the  most 
laborious  employment,  when  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  necessary. 


The  school  was  in  operation 
when  I  was  at  the  station.  There 
were  then  about  fifty  scholars, 
most  of  whom  boanled  in  the  es- 
tatilisliinent,  and  were  decently 
clothed  from  garments,  or  clotli 
forw  anled  by  benevolent  females  ; 
but  in  addition  to  these,  so.ne  of 
them  still  wore  the  Indian  robe 
and  belt.  Tlieir  proficiency  in 
learning  exceeds  my  highest  ex¬ 
pectations,  and  is  tiuly  encourag¬ 
ing  to  the  friends  of  the  institu¬ 
tion.  Notwithstanding  the  great 
obstacle  which  they  have  to  sur¬ 
mount,  of  pronouncing  a  language 
ilirt'erent  from  their  native  tongue, 
their  progress  in  general  appears 
to  be  nothing  behind  the  generali¬ 
ty  of  children  among  ourselves. 
It  is  Dr.  Morse,  1  think  that  says, 
“by  nature  they  are  no  ordinary 
race  of  men  and  it  is  certainly 
'  true.  Their  capacities  do  not  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  at  all  inferior  to  that  of 
the  whites. 

The  children,  while  in  school, 
are  orderly,  attentive,  and  obedi¬ 
ent  to  their  teachers  ;  and  w  hen 
j  out  of  school,  they  appear  to  be 
cheerful  in  doing  whatever  they 
are  commanded  ;  for  they  are 
taught,  not  only  how  to  rt-atl,  but 
also  how  to  work.  From  prayers 
in  tlie  morning,  which  is  before 
suniise,  until  school  hours,  the 
boys  are  employed  in  the  field,  or 
at  some  manual  labour,  and  also 
in  the  evening  alter  school  ;  the 
girls  are  engageil  in  sewing,  knit¬ 
ting,  &c.  and  two  of  them  assist 
in  cooking,  &c.  w  liich  they  take  in 
rotation.  I  saw  a  shirt  made  by 
one  of  the  Indian  girls,  tliat  was 
first  brought  to  the  station,  which 
might  be  said  to  be  well  made. 
T'he  missionaries  and  Indian  chil¬ 
dren  all  eat  at  the  same  time  and 
at  the  same  table  ;  and  tlieir  fare, 
ultho  plain,  is  healthy. 
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As  respects  the  school,  every 
thin^  is  encouraging,  and  in  other 
respects,  tiie  prospect  is  flattering.  | 
An  increasing  attention  is  paid  to 
the  preaching  of  the  gospel.  On  j 
the  Sabbath,  the  house  is  full.  ' 
There  is  a  general  seriousness  1 
prevailing,  especially  among  the  ' 
blacks  A  negro  woman,  who  : 
lately  made  a  profession  of  relig-  ' 
ion,  IS  doing  much  good,  not  only  i 
amongst  those  of  her  own  color,  ! 
but  also  amongst  the  natives.  She  j 
can  converse  in  both  languages, 
which  adds  much  to  her  useiul-  | 
ness.  She  possesses  clear  and  * 
correct  ideas  of  the  doctrines  of  , 
salvation,  and  also  much  religious  i 
z.eal.  She  takes  every  opportuni-  1

DEPARTtRE  OF  THE  DEPUTATION 
FROM  THE  SANDWICH  ISLANDS. 

After  being  detained  four  months 
at  the  Sandwich  islands,  we  took 
leave  of  our  aflectionate  friends, 
the  American  missionaries,  and 
sailed  for  the  Society  Islands  uq 
the  22d  of  August,  1822.  The 
winds  were  singularly  contrary, 
and  had  we  intended  to  visit  the 
Marquesas,  it  would  have  been  im¬ 
possible  to  reach  them.  We  could 
not  make  even  the  Society  islands, 
but  were  three  degrees  to  the  le- 
ward  of  them  when  we  reached  their 
latitude.  This  obliged  us  to  run 
nearly  to  the  southern  tropic,  in 
order  that  we  might  reach  Ilua- 
hine.  All  our  attempts  however 
I  were  baffled,  and  after  being  six 
I  weeks  at  sea,  twice  the  time  ne¬ 
cessary  to  complete  the  voyage, 
had  the  winds  been  favorable,  we 
were  put  upon  allowance  both  uf 
bread  and  water.

A  society  has  recently  been 
formed  for  the  establishment  and 
support  of  schools  on  Dr.  Bell’s 
system  in  the  island  of  Newfound¬ 
land.  This  colony  was  founded 
rior  to  the  time  of  Etlward  VI. 
'he  inhabitants  are  almost  eiitire- 
Iv  supported  by  the  produce  of  the 
Ksheries  ;  and  at  the  close  of  the 
fishing  season,  the  colonial  gov¬ 
ernment  was  formally  withdrawn, 
and  those  subjects  who  remained 
there  were  supposed  to  do  so  with¬ 
out  the  sanction  of  the  laws. 
Hence  little  has  been  done  for 
their  religious  and  moral  improve¬ 
ment,  tho  the  inhabitants  amount 
to  rO.OOO  perscMis.  A  few  schools 
have  been  assisted  by  the  Society 
for  propagating  tlie  Gospel  in  for¬ 
eign  Parts,  and  the  VVesleyan 
missionaries  have  made  some  ef¬ 
forts  for  the  religious  instruction 
of  adults  ;  but  many  of  the  in¬ 
habitants,  tlie  oHspring  of  British 
parents,  have  lived  and  died  with¬ 
out  any  opportunities  of  religious 
worship,  without  ever  having  heard 
a  sermon  or  seen  a  minister.  In 
many  places*  proselytism  to  the 
Church  of  Rcnne  was  freejuent. 
The  Romish  priests  journeyed 
from  one  settlement  to  another, 
and  spared  no  labor  to  increase 
their  flock.  He  was  informed  of 
one  place  where  the  greater  part 
of  a  population  of  five  hundred 
souls  were  thus  made  converts  to 
Popery  !  The  neglect  of  these 
oor  ignorant  people  was  much  to 
e  deplored.”

"We  rejoice  to  witness  any  efforts 
maile  for  the  suppression  of  intem¬ 
perance.  Laws  have  been  enact¬ 
ed  in  some  of  the  states  to  post  up 
in  public,  drinking  persons,  and  to 
fine  those  who  furnish  them  with 
spirits.  In  two  or  three  cities  the 
number  and  privileges  of  cellars, 
taverns,  and  dram  shops  have  been 
restricteil  by  civil  authority.  We 
have  only  to  regret  that  these  ef¬ 
forts  are  so  few  and  feeble  ;  these 
laws  90  poorly  executed.  Noth¬ 
ing  comparatively  is  yet  actually 
accomplished.  Moral  Societies, 
which  sprung  into  being  a  few 
years  ago,  as  by  magic,  at  the 
alarming  prevalence  of  vice,  are 
niergeil  nearly  all  in  oblivion. 
Their  influence  was  gone,  even 
sooner  than  their  name.  Intem¬ 
perance  now  walks  at  large,  aided 
\ rather  than  opposed  by  law.  Tlie 
sale  of  licences  has  become  a  source 
of  public  revenue,  at  the  expense 
of  public  virtue. 

I  The  expense  of  the  UnitedStates 
for  ardent  spirits  in  18^1,  was 
officially  reported  to  exceed 
822,000,00(1.  In  1823  it  has  been 
estimated  by  some  at  830,000,000;
